d. Elongate, somewhat convex, shining, the head gut 
opaque ; thickly clothed with rather long, semi-ereet hairs 
cyaneous, bluish-green, or green, the antennal joints 1-3 in 
part, and the RENE femora at the base, testaceous, 
the rest of the legs aud antenne black or metallic. Head 
densely punetulate; antenuce not very stout, subfiliform. 
Prothorax transverse, obliquely narrowed behind, closely 
punctulate laterally, almost smooth on the dise. Elytra 
.long, widened to near the apex, broadly rounded at the tip; 
densely, not very evoarsely punctate. Anterior tibiæ com- 
pressed and slightly sinuate ; anterior tarsal joints 1 and 2 
sl ghtly thickened, subequal m length, 2 with a claw-lke 
extension over 3; intermediate tihe (Pl.

eeu 4-445, breadth 2mm. (d 9.) 

Hab. X. Arnica, E. foot and slopes of Aberdare Mts., 
alt. 7000-8500 ft. (S. A. Neave: 24-27. iu. 1911 : g, type). 

Described from two males with preeisely similar d -cha- 
raeters, the angular lateral median dilatation of the iuter- 
mediate bie being an unusual development in the genus. 
HT, volleà and H. sinuatipes, Pic (1911), from ** E, Atrica;" 
are perhaps allied forms. 


48. Jlapalochrus cyanocephalus, sp. n. 


d. Elongate, rather narrow, shining, the head opaque ; 
finely pubescent, and also elothed with long, semi-erect, 
fuscous hairs; head and prothorax cyaneous, the elytra 
green, the anteunal joints 1—4 in part, the bases of the 
intermediate femora beneath and the ventral segments 
(some black markings excepted) testaceous, the rest of the 
legs, autennze, and undcr surface black. Head rugulosely 
punetulate ; antenne long, rather stout, subfiliform. Pro- 
thorax broader than long, very sparsely punctulate, smooth 
on the dise. Elytra long, gradually widening to near the 
apex, the latter rounded; densely, rugulosely puncturcd. 
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Anterior tibie sinuate, compressed before the tip ; anterior 
tarsal joints 1 and 2 slightly thickened, 2 extending over 3; 
intermediate tibi: moderately thickened, sinuate externally, 
without lobe at the inner apical angle, excavate at the middle 
and apex beneath. 

Length 32, breadth 13 mm. 

Hab. W. CrexTRAL Armica, Nyangwe, Belgian Congo 
(R. .Mayné : 11.-iv. 1918). 

One male. This species agrees with Æ. testaceicornis, 
dilaticornis, &c., in having a finely rugulose, opaque, blue 
head ; but it differs from them in the basally unarmed 
anterior femora, the simply sinuate, feebly incrassate, non- 
appendiculate intermediate tibize, and the undilated antennze 
(which are formed as in the 9 of the insects mentioned), 
of the d. H. inchoatus, found at the same date at 
Nvangwe, has a shining, more distinctly punctured head. 
H. angulatus, from the Aberdare Mts., is perhaps the nearest 
allied form to H. cyanocephalus, the latter having the elytra 
less dilated posteriorly and more densely and not so coarsely 
punctate, and the intermediate tibiæ of ¢ less angulate 
externally. 


49. Hapalochrus rhodesiunus, sp. n. 


d. Moderately elongate, shining, sparsely clothed with 
fine pubescence intermixed numerous long, erect, fuscous 
hairs; blue or bluish-green, the head and prothorax some- 
times brassy-cupreous, the antennæ. palpi, and legs black or 
metallic. Jead short, slightly depressed im front, sparsely 
punctate ; antenne rather short, broad, serrate, joints 5-9 
strongly transverse. Prothorax much broader than long, 
a little wider than the head, very sparsely punctate, smooth 
and feebly canaliculate on the middle of the dise, Elytra 
widened posteriorly, depresscd ou the dise below the base, 
coarsely, closely punctate, the puncturing becoming a little 
sparscr anteriorly, Anterior trochanters with a curved, 
hook-like tooth ; anterior femora with two or three sete at 
the base; anterior tibia sinuate, compressed towards the 
apex ; anterior tarsal joints 1 and 2 slightly thickened, 


2 extending over 3; intermediate tibie moderately and 
abruptly widened from a little below the base to near the 
tip, excavate at the apex beneath. 

9. Antenne much more slender, fecbly serrate. 

Length 32-5, breadth 12-2 mm. (d 9.)

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Eleven examples, including four males. Smaller, less 
elongate, and more shining than H. platycerus (No. 35), the 
antennz less dilated, the head aud prothorax shorter and 
much smoother, the ‘elytra coarsely, less densely pnuctate, 
the intermediate tibize of the male comparatively slender, and 
abruptly, equally thickened from near the base, the anterior 
trochanters toothed in the same sex. The more closely 
punctured elytra, and the broader antennie and angulate 
intermediate femora in d , separate the present species from 


H. hamatus. 


50. Hapalochrus furcatus, sp. n. 


d. Moderately elongate, shining, sparsely clothed with 
fine pubescence intermixed with numerous long, erect, 
blackish hairs; cyaneous, the head and prothorax some- 
times brassy or green, the legs, palpi, and antennæ black or 
metalic. Head short, sparsely punctulate ; anteune mode- 
rately long, rather stout, feebly serrate, joints 3-9 longer 
than broad. Prothorax much broader than long, sparsely 
punctulate, smooth across the middle of the dise. Elytra 
gradually widened posteriorly, depressed on the dise below 
the base, rather coarsely and not very closely punctate, the 
puncturing becoming more diffuse anteriorly, the interspaces 
here and there obliquely raised or plicate. Anterior tro- 
chanters unarmed; anterior tibie with a rather stout 
obliquely raised Jobe at the middle above and compressed 
thence to the apex ; anterior tarsal joints 1 and 2 shghtly 
thickened, 2 extending over 3; intermediate tibie mode- 
rately thickened, sinuate, excavate at the middle and tip 
beneath.

Hab. E. Arnica, Kaen in N.W. Rhodesia (H. C. 
Dollman : 1. 1915). 

Three males and four females. Reeognizable by the 
obliquely lobed anterior tibiz and the simply sinuate, 
moderately thickened intermediate tibize of the male, the 
elytra rather sparsely punctate aud with somewhat plicate 
interspaces, the upper surface very shining, wholly or in 
grcat part evancous, the legs and antenuze black or metallic. 
The puncturing of the clytra i is sparser and a little finer than 
in H. rhodesianus, a character by which their respective 
females may be separated. 
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51. Hapalochrus irregularis, sp. n. 


d. Moderately elongate, rather narrow, very shining, 
sparsely pubescent, aud also somewhat tlickly set (the legs 
included) with long, dark, subercct, bristly hairs; cyaneous 

bluish-green, the elytra sometimes brassy, the legs, 
antennee, and palpi black or metallic, the abdomen in part 
testaceous. Head and prothorax sparsely punctulate, the 
latter transverse and smooth on the disc : antenne serrate, 
rather stout, long, about reaching the middle of the elytra. 
Elytra widened posteriorly, sharply margined, depressed on 
the disc anteriorly, bluntly rounded at the tip; rather 
sparsely, irregularly, moderately coarsely punctate, the 
interspaces uneven, here and there transversely or obliquely 
pheate. Anterior tibize with a broad rounded lobe at the 
middle, and excavate and compressed beyond this; anterior 
tarsal joints 1 and 2 thickened, 2 projecting over 3; inter- 
mediate tibiz moderately incrassate, sinuate, snbangulate 
externally, and deeply excavate at the middle and apex 
beneath, without lobes at the tip. 

Length 4—4}, breadth 13-2 mm, 

Hab. W. CENTRAL Arnica, Congo da Lemba (R. Mayne : 
1.,01., iv. 1913), Léopoldville (Dr. A. Dubois: v.—vi AO EIT: 

"Described from twelve males belonging to the Congo 
Museum, all but one from Congo da Lemba. Near the 
Rhodesian H. furcatus, the antennze much longer, the 
intermediate tibi: stouter (formed much as in 7. augulatus), 
tle median lobe of the anterior pair larger. The elytra 
have an immature appearance as in //. mollis (No. 53), the 
puncturing being much coarser than in that species. The 
9 is apparently unrepresented in the abundant Congo 
material before me. 


52. Hapalochrus amadiensis, sp. n. 


d. Elongate, narrow, very shiuing, sparsely pubescent 
and also somewhat thickly set with long, semi-ercet, blackish, 
bristly hairs: cyaneous, the basal jomit of the anteunz 
beneath and the ventral sutures testaceous, the rest of tlie 
antennze, the palpi, aud legs black or metallic. Head and 
prothorax very sparsely punctulate, the latter smooth on the 
dise and nearly as long as broad ; antenu moderately long, 
rather stout, subserrate. Elytra long, widened posteriorly, 
sharply margined, ronnded at the tip, depressed on the 
disc anteriorly; coarsely, closely punctate, the interspaces 
here and there transversely or obliqnely plicate. Anterior 
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trochanters with a short blunt tooth ; anterior tibiz simply 
sinmate. without median dilatation; anterior tarsal joints 
] and 2 thickened, 2 projecting over 8 ; intermediate femora 
hollowed before the apex beneath, appearing subangulate at 
tle middle ; intermediate tibize slightly sinnate and feeblv, 
abruptly incrassate from near the base to the tip, the 
lower surface foveate at the middle and hollowed at the apex. 

Length 5, breadth 2} mm. 

Hab. W. CENTRAL AFRICA, Amadi, Belgian Congo (P. van 
den Plas: iv. 1913). 

One male, in the Congo Museum. More elongate than 
H. irregularis (3), the antenne much shorter, the pro- 
thorax less transverse, the elytra more coarsely punctured, 
the anterior tibiæ simply sinuate, the intermediate tibice 
feebly, abruptly widened from near the base, as in the same 
sex of the Rhodesian /7. hamatus. Compared with the last- 
named insect, the ¢ of the present species may be distin- 
guished by the stouter anterior tibiz, the subserrate antenne, 
and the closely, coarsely punctate elytra, The simply sinuate 
anterior tibize, the subangulate intermediate femora, and the 
more coarsely punctured elytra separate //. amadiensis from 
II. confusus, d , an insect with similar intermediate tibize. 


53. [lapalochrus mollis, sp. n. 


d. Elongate, shining, thiekly clothed with long, fine, 
erect hairs ; bluish-er een or green, the head and prothorax 
sometimes brassy or the elytra cyancons, the antenne, palpi, 
and legs wholly blaek or metallic; head and prothorax 
sparsely punctnlate, the latter smooth on the dise. Antenne 
stout, serrate, tapering towards the tip, joints 6-9 strongly 
trausverse. Prothorax transverse, small, obliquely narrowed 
behind. Elytra long, widened posteriorly, uneven, depressed 
on the disc below the base; closelv, finely punctate, the 
interspaces here and there obliquely pheate. Anterior tibiæ 
thickened at a little beyond the middle and hollowed thence 
to the apex; anterior tarsal joints 1 and 2 slightly 
thickened, subequal in length, 2 extending over 3; intcr- 
mediate tibice rather broadly, abruptly, and eqnally widened 
from near the base to the apex, distinctly sinuate externally, 
truncate at the tip. 

9. Antenne shorter and n so stout, feebly serrate. 

Length 31—4, breadth 12-2 mm. (d 9.) 

Hab. E. AND. W. CENTRAL Arnica, S. of Lake George 
[type | and Plains N.E. of Lake Edward in Uganda, Valley 
of Upper Nzoia River, N. Kavirondo, S. foot and slopes of 
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Mit. Elgon, alt. 8200-5800 ft. (S. A. Neare: vii, x. 1911 : 
$6 9); Belgian Congo, Kasindi (Dr. Bayer, in Mus. Congo 
Boe: 13.1v. 1912: 9). 

Three males and three females captured by Dr. Neave 
and a female by Dr. Bayer. A small, bluish-green, hairy 
insect, with uneven, finely punctured clytra, and black legs 
and antennae, the g with stout, serrate, tapering antenner, 
and abruptly widened, sinuate intermediate tibie. The 
finely punetured elytra separate 77. mollis from H. rhodesianus 
and H. hamatus, both of which have different d -characters. 


54. Hapalochrus armatus, sp. n. 


d. Elongate, shining, clothed with long, blackish, semi- 
erect hairs ; green, bluish-green, or violaceous, the antennie 
almost wholly, aud the legs entirely, blaek or metallie ; 
head and prothorax very sparsely punctate, the latter smooth 
on the dise. Antennæ stout, serrate, moderately long. 
Prothorax transverse, convex, obliguely narrowed belind. 
Elytra long, widening to near the apex, somewhat flattened 
on the dise, more or less depressed or hollowed ‘below the 
base, rounded at apex; closely, confusedly, rather coarsely 
punctate, smoother and diffusedly punctured at the base. 
Anterior troehanters produced into a short blunt tooth ; 
anterior tibxe rather stout, rapidly widened to about the 
middle, and obliquely compressed beyond this ; anterior 
tarsal joints 1 and 2 subequal in le gth, shghtly thickened, 
2 extending over 3; intermediate femora almost straight ; 
intermediate tibiæ moderately incrassate, slightly sinuate, 
excavate at the middle and apex beneath. 

9. Antenu:e a little shorter and more slender. 

Length 5, breadth 24 mm. (d 9. 

Hab. V. Arnica, Mlanje in Nyasaland (S. 4. Neave: 
iit. F913). 

One pair. Larger and more robust than H. hamatus and 
H. vhodesiauus, the elytra more closely punctured, the 
anterior tibiæ strongly dilated. The following species, 
H. confusus, seems to be its ucarest ally. 


55. HMapalochrus confusus, sp. n. 


d. Extremely like 7/7. armatus and differing as follows : 
the elytra a httle more finely pincetnred, the imterspaces 
more uneven, here and. there obliquely raised; antera 
trochanters unarmed; anterior tibie fecbly , subangularly 
dilated; intermediate femora hollowed hefore the apex 
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(appearing snbangular at about the middle) ; intermediate 
tibiæ slightly narrower, feebly sinuate. 

9, Elytra oua or subacummate at apex. 

Length 4-54, breadth 2-22 mm. (d 2.) 

Tab. Ki, AFRICA, Nandi Escarpment [type] and S. foot and 
slopes of Mt. Elgon [8 9 ], Mpanga Forest, Toro, Top of 
Escarpment N. of Fort Portal, Jinja—Busia, and Yala River, 
S. edge of Kakumba Forest, alt. 3800-5800 ft. (S. A. Neave 
3 9), Ngare Narok, Masai Reserve (Capt. A. O. Luck- 
TI EE 

Six males and numerous females, the latter possibly not 
all belonging here. H. confusus forms a sort of connecting- 
link between H. armatus and H. amadiensis, these two insects 
having toothed anterior troehanters in d, and the latter 
wanting the angular dilatation of the anterior tibize in the 
same sex. Some of the females slightly approaeh 7/7. 
caudatus, type 9 , in the shape of the elytra, and females of 
both of them were taken near Jinja.

9. Elongate, somewhat depressed, shining, sparsely 
pubescent and also clothed with long, erect, fuseous hairs ; 
brassy or bluish-green, the elytra 1n great part or wholly 
cyaneons, the antenne (the testaceous lower surface of 
joint l excepted) and legs black or metallic. Head and 
prothorax almost smooth, the latter broader than long and 
obliquely narrowed behind; antenne rather short, sub- 
serrate. Elytra long, widening to near the apex and then 
rapidly narrowed and produced at the tip, sharply margined 
Jaterally, flattened or depressed on the dise anteriorly ; 
closely, somewhat coarsely punetate, the interspaees here 
and there SERIEM plicate. 

Length 51-61, breadth 23 mm. 

Hab. E. anp W. CeNvRAL Arrica, Mbale-Kumi Road, 
south of Lake Salisbury, between Jinja and Busia, Siroko R., 
near west foot of Mt. Elgon, and Banks of Nile near Kakindu, 
alt. 3400-1000 ft. (S. dA. Neare: vi. 1911), Kambove, 
Katanga, alt. 4000-5000 ft. (S. 4. Neave: 11. 1907: type) ; 
Belgian Congo, Kilom. 215 de Kindu (L. Buryeon, in Mus. 
Congo Belge: 25.11. 1912). 

Seven females, varying in the length of the eaudiform apices 
of the elytra. No male has been detected in the collections 
before me that seems likely to belong to this species, the 
first to be described with the elytra thus shaped. H. con- 
fusus is perhaps the nearest ally ; but the 9 of that insect 
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has the elytra rounded or very slightly produced at the apex, 
and the confused puncturing closer and finer. 


97. Hapalochrus maynei. 
d. ZJIapalochrus maynei, Pic, Rev. Zool. Africa, iit. p. 281 (1914). 


d. Antenne comparatively short and slender, subfiliform, 
joints 3-5 not longer than broad ; anterior trochanters 
unarmed ; anterior tibie slender, slightly compressed beyond 
the middle; anterior tarsal joints 1 and 2 a little thickened, 
2 extending over the base of 3; intermediate femora 
slender ; intermediate tibi feebly incrassate, distinctly 
sinuate externally, foveate at about the middle beneath. 

Hab. W. CENTRAL Arrica, Congo da Lemba [tvpe] 
Eu Mae ¥. 1912, 1.-c 1918: d 9), Nyangwe (R. 
Mayné: iiiv. 1918: 92), Amadi (P. van den Plas: 
Enc 1913: 9). 

The ¢-characters given above are taken from a long 
series from Congo da Lemba, including the type and 
numerous other specimens of the same sex. Amongst the 
various very similar insects from the same region, H. den- 
satus, longicornis, patruelis, &c., all of which have the sides 
of the prothorax rugulose, H. maynei may be distinguished 
basal size (length 21-23 mm.), the short, slender 
antenne in both sexes, the feebly thickened intermediate 
tibize in d, and the finely punctured elytra. 


58. Hapalochrus dollmani, sp. n. 


9. Elongate, narrow, almost parallel-sided, shining, 
clothed with fine whitish pubescence intermixed with very 
long, erect, fuscous hairs ; bliuish-green, the head and pro- 
thorax with a faint brassy tiige, the mouth-parts, basal joints 
of antenn:e, and the tibire, tarsi (except at their tips), and 
ventral sutures, testaceous, the rest of the autenne black. 
Head sparsely punetulate, tumid in the middle in front ; 
antennie slender, serrate, rather elongate. Prothorax 
broader than long, nearly as wide as the anterior portion of 
the elytra, narrowed behind, convex, deeply foveate in the 
middle and excavate laterally at the base, sparsely punctate 
along the margins, Elytra long, slightly widened poste- 
riorly, depressed on the dise below the base, densely, very 
finely, ruzuloscly punctate. 

Length 44, breadth ] DONWR. 

ab. E. Arnica, Mwenewa, N.W. Rhodesia (I. C. Doll- 
man: 15. iv. 1904). 
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One female. Near the Palearctic H. femoralis, Ev., and 
similarly coloured ; the antennæ longer, serrate ; the head 
much smoother; the elytra more densely punctate ; the erect, 
dark, bristly hairs on the upper surface longer. The d pro- 
bably has slender intermediate tibize Asil ake less elongate 
S. African H. dasyliformis (No. 10), and in the northem 
H. femoralis and its allies. Iu the absence of this sex, H. 
dollmani cannot be included in the Key given on pp. 179-180. 


99. Hapalochrus semilevis, sp. n. 


d. Rather short, pilose, very shining; bluish-green, the 
clytra cyaneous, the antenne. (the testaceous lower surface 
of the basal joints excepted) black or metallic. Head and 
prothorax almost smooth, the head short, broad, the pro- 
thorax transverse, obliquely narrowed behind ; ; antenne 
rather slender, the joints from 3 onwards much longer than 
broad, 2 longer than 3. Elytra rather short, rapidly 
widened from the. base, blunt at the tip, transversely 
depressed on the dise below the base and along the suture 
anteriorly ; coarsely, closely punctate, almost smooth at the 
hase and apex. Anterior trochanters sharply toothed ; 
anterior tibiz rather stont, strongly sinuate, compressed 
and excavate towards the apex within, and abruptly 
emarginate and diaphanons on its inner edge before the tip ; 
anterior tarsal joint 2 short, simple; intermediate tibiæ 
rapidly thickened from the base, beeoming very stout 
towards the apex, rounded and convex externally, hollowed 
hefore the tip within, and with a short, compressed lobe at 
the inner apical angle. 

Length 41, breadth 2 mm. 

Hab. E. Arrica, Dedza District, Central Angoniland, 
alt. 4000-5000 ft. (S A. Neave: 21-27. v. 1910). 

One male. In this insect the clytra are rather short and 
stbiriangular, coarsely, closely punctured at the sides and 
across the middle, and almost impunctate at the base 
and apex, a form of sculpture unusnal in the present genus ; 
and the anterior trochanters are sharply toothed, the anterior 
tibie strongly sinuate, and the intermediate tibie very 
stout. The nearest allied form in the collections before 
me, H. inequalis from Nyasaland &c., also has simple 
anterior tarsi m g. 


60. Hapalochrus inequalis, sp. n 


d. Moderately elongate, clothed with erect, blackish, 
bristly hairs; brilliant bluish-green, the elytra cyaneous in 
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one specimen, tle antennz (the testaccous lower surface of 
the basal joints cxeepted) and lees black or metallic. Head 
and prothorax almost smooth, the head short, broad, the 
prothorax transverse, obliquely narrowed behind ; antenne 
rather stout, the joints longer than broad. Elytra widening 
posteriorly, rounded at the apex, transversely exeavate on 
the dise anteriorly and depressed along the suture at the 
base ; unequally punctate, the punctures coarse and crowded 
at the sides and more scattered on the disc, becoming very 
fine or obsolete at the base and apex. Anterior trochanters 
producedinto a very short tooth; anterior tibize rather slender, 
obliquely excavate, and with the inner margin. diaphanous 
towards the apex ; anterior tarsal joint 2 shorter than 1, 
simple; intermediate tibiæ almost straight, becoming gradu- 
ally stouter towards the apex, and furnished with a rather 
long narrow lobe at the inner apical angle and a curved 
peucil of hairs beneath the outer angle. 

9. Antennz not quite so stout; body fully winged. 

Length 41-5, breadth 2414,-23 mm. (d 9.) 

Hab. E. Arnica, Mlanje in Nyasaland (S. A. Neave : 
DEI OS se?) lusniga [sl E Victoria Nyanza (S. A. 
Neare: iv. 1911: 9 }. 

A pair from Mlanje and a 9 from Lusinga. More 
elongate than H. semilevis, the puncturing of the disc of the 
elytra more diffuse ; the d with a shorter spur to the 
anterior troehanters, the anterior tibiz less sinuate, and the 
intermediate pair straighter, less swollen, and bearing a 
longer appendage at the inner apical angle. The anterior 
tarsi of g are simple as in M. amplipennis and JI. modestus. 


61. Hapalochrus triangularis, sp. n.

The upper 
surface is usually cyaneous or ‘bluish-green, the prothorax 
being brassy-cupreous in the pair from Lake Mutaudu. 
Some of them have the prothorax distinetly sinuate before 
the base, and one or two others have the elytra obsoletely 
unieoxtate, ‘The head and prothorax are almost smooth, 
aud the clytra are very coarsely punctured.

d. Antenne long, stont, serrate, tapering towards the 
tip, joint 2 much longer than 9 ; anterior trochanters armed 
with a long, slender tooth ; anterior tibiæ slender, curved, 
hollowed towards tlie apex within, the apical portion slightly 
thickened ; anterior tarsal joints 1 and 2 stout, short, sub- 
equal in length, 2 extending over base of 3; intermediate 
tibiee hollowed from about the middle to near the apex 
within, 

Length 43, breadth 2 min. 

Hab. Invia, Mahé, Malabar (type of Pic), Ceylon (Col. 
Yerbury). 

A male from Ceylon, presented to the British Museum in 
1892, agrees with Pies original description, except in its 
smaller size and the entirely black posterior legs. This 
insect has the head black, the prothorax rufescent, and the 
elytra bluish-blaek, with a cominon, narrow, median fascia 
and a spot at the tip testaccons, Æ. malabarensis and 
H. rufofasciatus, Pic, the latter from Tonkin (1919), are 
referred to a new subgenus, Sphiuapalochrus, by him, the

d. Elongate, narrow, very shining, einerco-pubescent ; 
bluish-green, the antenni (the testaceous lower surface of 
the basal joints excepted) black; the legs testaceous, with a 
streak along the upper edges of the anterior and intermediate 
femora, the posterior femora entirely, and the tips of the tarsi, 
infuseate or metallic. Head closely punctate; antennæ mode- 
rately long, rather stout,serrate. Prothorax small, transverse, 
punctured at the sides, smooth on the disc. Elytra long, 
widening from the base to near the apex, rounded at the 
tip, depressed on the dise below the base; densely, finely 
punctate.
